It was 
eed that the condition at the Normal 
hool was an index to the state of health 
in which young women are graduated from 
the high schools of Chicago, and the ¢ommit- 
tee instrie¢ted Superintendent Andrews to 
submit recommendations to remedy existing 
conditions, 
| Two causes for ill health among the young 
women were advanced by members of the 
Gommittee, One was that too many studies 
are required in:the high schools, by reason 
of ‘which no opportunity for recreation and 
exercise is given to the students. The other 
was that the cold, hastily eaten midday 
luncheons ruin the students’ health. The 


@ studies should be reduced from four to 
reé, increasing the course from four years 


the middtiy meal, or that kitchens should be 
established in the schoo! bulldings 
meals provided the pupils. : 
Mrs. O’Keeffe’s Comment. 
“There are just sixty-seven o 
students at*the Normal School iri ‘are in 


perfect| health,’ said Mrs. O'Keeffe. 
Was there today, and thdse figu were 
given me by the physical instructor, who has 


made an examination of the young women 
students. I was perfectly astounded to 
learn of such conditions. There is no reason 
why there should not be 300 perfectly well 
young women instead of Such 
conditions are awful.” | 
‘Trustee Keating stated to the Solmnittoe 
that too many studies were required of the 
High School pupils, leaving no) Oppprtunity 
for necessary’ exercise. 
“I took my own daughter. out of the 
high school in her second year,’ said the 
trustee, “just when she was about broken 
down in health. As examples of what the 
high school course: does for the health of 
young women, look at.the broken-down 
young-women who come to take our teach- 
ers’ examinations. There are t many 
studies required. The pupil goes to school in 
the.morning, stays there, with thitty min- 
utes’.recéss at noon, until 2 or 2:30 o'clock, 
goes home, and with four studies to | 
the absolutely no time for anything but 
study, without exercise or recreation.”

Mormon Church who undertook to remove 
them. Roberte was anxious to secure 
bodies and send them ‘to Utah for burial. 
He left Nashville disguised a tramp and 
called upon Governor Bates, now Senator, 

‘The Governor told Robe he could not 
be guaranteed protection, but the Mormon 
‘was given a letter to the Sheriff of Lewis 
County. That officer told Mr. Roberts he 
could not assist him. Roberts secured the 
bodies and shipped them to Chattanooga. 
When he reached there he did not have 
money enough to defray the expenses, and 
not wishing to disclose his identity asked 
Moses for it. | a 

The latter had become acquainted with a 
number of Mormons, but had. never before 
seen Roberts. He was so impressed with 
the honesty and good appearance of Mr. 
Roberts that he adyanced the amount. Im- 
mediately upon his return to Roberts 
sent Moses a draft for the loan. After that

Two of these the 
reader can accept and enjoy, but when he 
is asked in the twelfth chapter to leave the 
Sinny South and make the acquaintance of 
a large group of new and somber characters 
in New Eingland he resents the imposition. 
Much the same remark applies to the Wash- 
ington characters that enter the story near 
the end, when the De Willoughby war in- 
demnity claim ts being lobbied for and fought 
Over in Congress.
